Avila Provides New Support 
Program for Freshmen 



“Celebrate Your Options” 
Alcohol Awareness Week 



The Student Affairs Staff of 
the college has initiated an 
experimental program this fall, 
designed to make the transition 
to college life easier for new 
full-time freshmen. The Fresh- 
man Liason Program is similar 
to that of many other progres- 
sive colleges throughout the 
nation. 

Each of ten volunteer members 
of the Student Affairs staff, have 
accepted a special responsibil- 
ity for a small group of new 
freshmen. They will meet with 
each new full-time student sev- 
eral times each semester to 
insure that students have an- 
swers to their questions about 
college life. The Masons will also 
administer several measure- 
ment instruments so that the 
college can learn more about 
the goals, ambitions and atti- 
tudes of its new students. "This 
program has one primary goal.", 
says T om Lease, Vice-President 
and Dean for Student Affairs, 
“To insure that every new full- 
time freshman has an additional 
support person on the campus 
who they can turn to with ques- 
tions, concerns or problems." 

The college provides many 
systems for support of students 
including faculty advisors, New 
Student Orientation leaders, 
peer leaders in many programs 
and the faculty and staff of the 
college in general. This pro- 
gram is supplemental to exist- 
ing support systems and hope- 
fully will provide an alternative 
source of information to new 
students. 

"I’m really looking forward to 



meeting students who I may not 
meet in the normal course of my 
duties here at Avila" states Beth 
Maren, Residential Coordinator 
and Activities Advisor for the 
college. "I get to know most all 
of the resident students, but this 
program will allow me to also 
work with commuting students." 

Freshman Liasons for this 
year are: Weldon Gearhart, 
Coordinator of College Skills, 
Theresa Davis, Central Reser- 
vationist, Carol Frevert, Coor- 
dinator of Health Services, Tom 
Lease, Vice President and Dean 
for Student Affairs, Laura Man- 
ley, Coordinator of Career 
Development and Counseling, 
Connie Utton, Director of Fi- 
nancial Aid, Gary Morgan, 
Directorof Student Develop- 
ment, Scott Royal-Ferris, Athletic 
Director, Cindy Butler, Coordi- 
nator of Financial Aid and Beth 
Maren, Residential Coordinator 
and Activities Advisor. 

"Upon evaluation at the end 
of this year" said Tom Lease, 
"We will consider expanding 
the program to other new stu- 
dent populations, and involving 
additional faculty and staff as 
liasons. The program is a natu- 
ral extension of Avila's caring 
environment, and designed to 
insure that students know more 
about Avila and themselves.” 

Freshman have been assigned 
to Liasons on a random basis, 
and have been notified of the 
program. Initial meetings will 
occur by the first week in 
October, but the relationships 
will continue throughout the 
year.

Nalini Dharmawardana has 
traveled 10,000 miles in hopes 
of someday helping the people 
of her homeland, Sri Lanka. 

Without regret, the 43-year- 
old last month left herhusband 
and their two children to study 
nursing at Avila College for 
about a year. 

The time and distance from 
her family will be worthwhile if 
she can become a better nurse, 
Mrs. Dharmawardana said. 

"We need a lot of well-educated 
nurses in Sri Lanka," she said. 

A civil war is being fought on 
the island that hangs like a tear- 
drop from the southern tip of 
India. Guerrillas of the Tamil 
minority say they are discrimi- 
nated against by the Buddhist 
Sinhalese majority and to estab- 
lish an independent homeland. 

In Sri Lanka, Mrs. Dharma- 
wardana worked as a teacher 
and a health-care worker in a 



day-care center and as a nurse 
in a clinic. 

Sister Barbara Moore, chair- 
man of Avila’s Department of 
Nursing said Mrs. Dharmawar- 
dana’s wish to use her knowl- 
edge to help other Sri Lankans 
is commendable. She said that 
although many people from 



other countries study in the 
United States, few return to 
their homelands. 

"In a lot of developing coun- 
tries, they don't go back," she 
said. "I think she's very charm- 
ing and gracious and a woman 
of courage.” 

Mrs. Dharmawardana said 



she hopes to become a sister, or 
head nurse, in a pediatrics unit 
at a Sri Lankan hospital. 

“I like children very much 
because I know they are our 
future generation," she said. 

Mrs. Dharmawardana lives in 
a dormitory, where she spends 
much of hertimestudying. She 



is taking courses in pediatrics 
and psychology to qualify her 
to become a registered nurse in 
Missouri, Sister Moore said. 

Mrs. Dharmawardana said 
she misses her husband, Pathi, 
who is the principal of a Ger- 
man technical college, and their 
daughters, Chamila, 12 and 



Gagani, 9. She writes them at 
least once a week and receives 
letters from them as often. 

“I miss them a lot,” she said, 
"but when I think of study the 
time goes quickly." 

Mrs. Dharmawardana said 
she decided to pursue a lifelong 
dream of studying in the United 



States after she noticed several 
modern hospitals under con- 
struction in Sri Lanka. A friend 
in Illinois recommended that 
she study at Avila. 

Mrs. Dharmawardana, who 
also studied in West Germany, 
said she hopes other Sri Lan- 
kans will seek highereducation 



outside their country. 

"If we all get together and try 
our best it will better our lives 
like in the United States and 
other developed countries she 
said. 

Mrs. Dharmawardana said 
she hoped to work in a hospital 
here after completing her stu- 
dies at Avila. She said she 
thinks the best way to reach her 
goals is to become familiar with 
modern technology by working 
in an American hospital. 

“My ambition is to work and 
get a lot of experience," she 
said. "I must get the best use of 
this opportunity."
